him  to  tike  a  fecond  wife.     At  this  all  tht 
cour:.**  of  Europe  were  fearched  for  an  ac 
compliOied  ladyj  at  length  they  pitched  or  ? 
Kin'^T  of  Caflile's  daughter,  of  whom  th- 
Kmperor  much  approved ;  tjie  marriage  be 
ing  conchidedjfhecameto  Rome,  and  thei 
with  pomp  the  nuptials  were  celebrated.  — r' 
The  young  Emprefs  having.no  child,  ftudi* 
rd  how   Hie  might  deflroyche  young  Princ; 
and  the  better   to  do  it  prevailed  with  ht 
Lord  to  fend  for  him  to  court.     But  tti 
hafty  and  uncxpedcd    mcffage  caufed  th 
Ma^xTs  tofMfpc(5l  fome  evil  j  they  coiifuke 
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the  Planets,  antl  found,  that  if  the  'Prince 
went  at  thnt  time,  and  Jpake  at  all,  he  would 
die    aviolent  death  ^  and  yet,  if  he  weat 
'  not,  they  fhould  lofe  their  heads,  v^hich  thsv 
would  rather  dothan  hazard  his  life.  Whiift 
they  were  in  this  anxiety  the  i^rince  came 
down  and  c'i.,'manded  the  caufe of  their  trou- 
'blcsthe  which  they  related,  with  great  rcfo- 
'  ution  He  then  cviewed  the  firm aiiieiit  and 
*  found  the  coniiellations*iiore  propetious,fdr 
*it  now  appearcd,if  he  refrai^iied  f4om  fpeak- 
'ing  fcven  days,  he  fhould  cfcape  the  death 
'rhreatcned,  dcfiring  his  mailers  to  intercede 
J  n  his  favour,  and  make  an  apology  to  the 
Smperor  for  his  not  fpeaking  for  fuch  a 
^ime,  and  withal  told  them  a  dream  that  he 
'ad  dreamed,   viz.    That  his  bed-chamberc 
'bemed  to  be  turned   upfide  down.   From 
^i^hich  they  prefagedgood  fucccls,  promifmg 
'odo  their  utmoll  for  his  prefervation,  and 
^hereupon  fet  him  upon  a  (lately  horfc,  cloa- 
^hedin  green  and  gold,  and  attended  himta 
is  father's  court.  The  Emperor  came  forth 
'^nd  embraced  him,  enquiring  his  welfare  -,. 
!'d  which  the  Prince  gave  nd  anfwerj  whcrc- 
I^C   the  Emperor  marvelled,  vet  thought  it 
''as  fo  ordered  by  the  Maftcrs,  he  conducted 
im  to  the  palace,  and  feated  him  next  the 
irone,  interrogating  many  thii^gs,  but  none 
J'lfwercd,     While  the  Emperor*s  thought 
'cifS  taking  up.  in  wondering  at  hij»  fon*S;li» 
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tkc  EiT^prefs  came  in,  adorned  with  cod'y 
robes,  and  underftanding  which  was  her  fon- 
in-law,  received  him  with  much  fecming 
kindncfs,  and  taking  him  afide,  by  the  Em- 
furor's  confenc,  fhe  undertook  to  make  him 
ipcak, 

Tho'  with  intent  his  virtue  to  betray. 
That  to  his  (he  might  make  cafy  way. 

CHAP.   II. 

The  Emprefs's  wicked  Scheme. 

^HE  Emprefs,  fired  with  the  beauty  o' 
"*"  the  young  Prince,  fought  many  mean: 
to  entice  him  to  a  rich  alcove,  telling  hinr 
that  flic  fliowld  die  and  leave  her  royalty  i 
he  denied  her  love.  This  he  refufcd,  thougi 
in  fiience  ;  whcreupoa  fhc  brought  nim  pei 
mk,  and  paper,  defiring  him  to  write  a  reply 
vhich- he  did  to  this  efFe(5t :  Madam,  the  law 
of  my  creator  forbid  fo  great  a  wickedncfs  a 
to  defile  my  father's  bed  ;  fatal.

The  Emprefs  feeing  this,  turned  her  love  t 
hatred,  tearing  her  face  and  robes  in  a  mo 
wretched  manner,  crying  out  for  help.  A 
kisalarm  the  Emperor  cimc  aad  demanded 


the  caufe,  when  fhe  declared,  that  the  Prince 
would  have  been  rude  "with  her,  and  forced 
her  to  lawlefs  luft.  "theEnnperor  tht-n  com- 
manded he  fhcKild  be  put  to  death  immediate- 
ly, upon  which  the  nobles  fell  on  their  knees 
before  their  Lord,  and  begged  a  refpite  for 
his  execution  }  to  which  the  Emperor  agreed, 
which  pleafed  all  but  the  Emprefs. 

CHAP.     III. 

Pantillus,  the  firil  Matter's  Interceffion. 
npHE  Emprefs  grieving  at  the  delay  of 
*•  the  fon's  execution,  told  the  Emperor

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rift  againd  yourlifc  that  he  may  reign^  Thai 
Ihali  not  be,  fuid  the. Emperor,  for  to-mor- 
rowhc-hall  lurely  die.

.XX/'HEN  the  Emprefs  hcarci  that  the  maf- 
ter  had  prevailed  with  the  Emperor, 
file  came  and  befought  him,  that  th<  Ton 
might  be  pur  to  death,  Icaft  it  happen  to  him 
as  to  a  wild  boar,  thus—There  was  a  mighty 
Emperor,  whofe  kingdom  was  waile^i  by  a 
boar,  which  obiigcd  the  Emperor  to  pro- 
claim, that  whofbevcr  killed  him  (hould 
have  his  daughter  in  marriage,  and  after  his 
deceafe,  the  empire.  Many  attempted  but  in 
va^n,  till  a  ifeepherd,  with  only  ailafF,  rcfol- 
ved  to  venture  on  him,  but  beholding  his 
tufks,  S:c.  was  afraid  to  touch  him,  therefore 
he  betook  to  a  tree,  on  which  grew  delicious 
fruit  i  but  the  boar  iliaking  it  fo,  he  was 
fearful  of  its  faliini,  therefore  threw  down 
the  fruit  thereof,  which  fo  fatisficd  the  boar, 
that  he  lay  down  tofkep,  in  the  interim  the 
ihepherd  dcfcended  andftruck  the  bcall  to 
the  heart,  and  fo  won  what  the  Emperor  h^id 
promjfcd.  Confider,  then,my  Lord,  the  cafe 
is  jufl  your's  ;  you  are  the  mighty  buar,  a- 
guinil  wjiich  open  force  cannot  prevail  but 
fecret  fraud  may  deceive  you  of  ypur  Ijf^  * 
and  crripire,  whiift  you  hearken  to  the  Masr*^ 
tcrs.  Then  faidihV  Enperor,hcihaJldic, 
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The  fecond  maflcr,  named  Lentullus,  on 
hearing  that  the  Emprels  had  again  prevailed, 
came  before  the  Ennperor,  entreating  him  to 
fpare  his  Ibr/s  life  left  it  happened  to  him  as 
it  did  to  a  Pvoman  Knight  that  efpoufed  a 
beautiful  wife,  and  ftfaring  Ihe  (hould  ftray, 
locked  the  doors  every  niglit,  laying  the  key 
under  his  head,  but  fiic  dole  it  from  thence, 
and  went  and  fported  wifh  her  gallant  j  but 
one  night  mifsmg  her,  he  bolted  the  door, 
die  returned  and  knocked,  buthe,upbraided 
her  for  her  inconftancy,  faying,  c^he  Hiould 
ftay  till  the  watch  fccz'.fed  heriwhereupon  Ihc 
'Cook  twolargoftones,  and  threw  them  into  a 
well  tljat  was  in  the  court-yard,  then  hid  hcr- 
Iclf  ciofe  under  the  door;  at  which  the  Knight 
thinking  (he  had  jumped  into  fhe  well,came 
down  to  relieve  her  i  then  upon  his  opening 
the  door,  (he  vvent  in  and  boked  him  pur, 
calling  for  the  watch  to  fciezc  iiim;  who  be- 
ing carreid  before  a  mni;;;i{lrate,  who  adjudg- 
ed him  to  Hand  in  thepiilory.  This  ftory  fo 
hiovcd  the  Rmperor,  that,  fays  he.  This  day 
iny  fon  fhall  noi  die.

"by  this  time  the  liQiprtU  became  exceed' 
^     dingly  outrageous,   and  th«    Empcro** 
finding  nothing  would  allay   her  fury,  pro- 


mifcd  her  his  ion's  death  once  more.  There 
lived,  faid  Ihe,  a  knight  at  Rome  who  fpenc 
great  riches,  and  was  reduced  to  poverty,  fo 
that  he  was  about  to  fell  his  inheritance  5  but 
his  fon  and  two  daughters  urged  the  contra- 
ry; whereupon  he  refolvcd  with  his  fon,  to 
break  into  the  Emperor's  treafury,  and  took 
from  thence  as  much  gold  as  both  could  car- 
ry ;  they  attempted  it  again  a  fecond  time  ; 
the  father  went  firfl,  and  was  caught  in  a 
trap,  and  told  his  Ton  toftrikc  ofFhis  head, 
leaft  being  difcovered,  his  family  fliould  die. 
The  fon  accordingly  complied,  and  bore  a~ 
way  the  head  :  but  th'^  body  next  morning 
being  found,  was  by  the  Emperor's  order, 
dragged  about  the  city,  with  command  that 
wherever  they  heard  any  weeping  as  the  bo- 
dy pafled  by,  to  enter  that  houfc  and  convey 
thofe  therein  to  the  gallows,  for  of  that  houfe 
was  he  Lord :  when  the  body  came  near 
the  knight's  houfe,  the  daughter  fhrieked^ 
when  to  prevent  the  difcovery  the  fen  wound- 
ed himfclf,  and  infinuated  that  that  was  the 
caufe ;  the  ofHccrs  were  Atisficd,  and  carri- 
cd  the  qody  to  the  place K^fcxecucion,  hang- 
ed it  up,  yet  the  fon  v/ould  neither  t*ke  it 
down  nor  bury  thc-liead,  tlicigh  the  father 
died  to  fave  his  life.  Even  fo,  faid  lbe>  is 
your  cafe  bv  your  fon,  who  fecks  your  life 
and'my  ho5>our.  That  fbujl  n@t  bC;,  Wr  to- 
iBorrow  he  ijaall  die. 
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When  flic  had  told  her  ftory,  Cratoa,  the 
third  Mafter  csipe  in,  faying,  Dread  Sove- 
reign, if  your  fon  dieth,  it  will  happen  to 
y«u  as  with  a  Knight,  who  killed  a  Pyc,  that 
he  exceediBgty  loved,  thus  :  An  Emperor 
married  a  wife  who  took  an  unlawful  plca- 
fure,  which  being  perceived  by  the  Pye, 
^vhom  the  knight  had  taught  iTV>(t  languages 
he  told  his  mafter  what  had  happened  in  his 
ab(erK*e,  for  which  the  lady  hated  him,  and 
to  prevent  it  for  the  future,  (lie  untiled  the 
houfe,  and  cafl  down  faac*,  lionet,  and  water 
upon  him,  which  the  Pyc  took  for  hail,  rain, 
and  fnow  ;  fo  when  the  Lord  came  home,  he 
told  him  he  w-^s  almoR-  killed  ;  by  reafonof 
the  heavy  tempelt  thiit  felt  upon  him.  The 
wife  hearing  him  fiiy  iht  anfv/ered,  My  Lord^ 
you  may  now  i't.c  yourerror  in  crediting  this 
bird,  for  there  has  not  been  a  fairer  day  in 
the  memorv  of  man  The  Knight  upon  this 
'enquifcd  of  his  neighbouas,^vho  confirmed 
whar.  flic  faid.  [  le  therefore  broke  rhe  neck 
of  tlie  Pye  i  but  afrer  ihc  deed  he  f'avv  the 
houfe  cntihd,  uiui  lilt  gravel,  6cc.  ftanding 
on  the  top  of  the  hiMirc .  Vv  hicU  periuaded  hin\ 
rhe  Pvc  had  been  deceive^.Deceived  indeed!, 
faid  the  hmperor  j.  and  for  the  exemple's 
fake  my  Ion  Ihidl  not  die  this  day. 

'The  Emprcis  finding  this,  anf/rcred.  My 
I  ord,  in  thi.vcitv  reigned  an  Em[)efor  named 
TiberioSj  who  hxkd  ievcn  counleiiors,    w^ho 
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being  skilled  in  magiC,    lo  ordered  by  inei'r 
chariTis,  diatthe  Emperor's  eyes  had  a  con- 
tinual m'lik.  before  them ;   but  che  L'.mprel's 
fittiHg  at  the  table  with  hei-  Lortf!,  comforted 
him  in  the  bcft  wife  ;   dcfiring  to  command 
his  chief  counfellors  oa  pain  of  death  to  rc- 
ftore  him  co  fighc.     The  Emperor  then  icnc 
for  the  magic  counfellors,  anu  charged  them 
to  tell  the  reafon  of  his  blincincfs,  and  Snd  a 
cure  ;  after  long  puzzling  thry  found  a  youth. 
who  interpreted  a  dream  of  a  fpting,    width 
rifing  fnialJ,  foon  ovcrfioed  the  ground  and^ 
the  man  accordingly  diggings  found  great'" 
trtafure,  as  the  youth  h^d  interpreted  ;  they ' 
defired  him  to  go  \vich  tivciTJ,  and   he   ihould 
be  well  rewarded.     Coming  be;^>jre  tlie  1.  ri>>^ 
perorkhedcfircd  to  be  let  into  che  roy;d  bed^ 
chamber,  where  calling  off  the  bed  c'.oathc, 
there  appered  a  feeming  well,  fed  wiEh  [cvia 
fpings,   wh'ch  the  youtn  laid  lYaUH   be  llop- 
ped,  ere  he  could  have  his  fight  ii>  ai.otheK^ 
place.     Then  demanded  he,  how  \wiift  tHey^' 
be  doped?  To   which  the  yourh   anhvefedr 
The  fevcn  fprings  figniiicd  his  R-veia  coun- 
iellors,  who  had  iifurpcd  liis  royal  ;U;uhorit'.\, 
lading  a  mid  of  delvJflbn  before  hii^  eves,  tluic 
hcmi^ht  not  behold  their  excorxion  ;  t^»erc- 
fore   lirike  off  their  heads,  faid  he^and   tfie 
Iprinp^  rhall  ceafe.     To  this  l^e  confentrd, 
cd.    J  aft  fo,  faidlhe,it  is  with  you  and    c^ie 
the  fprings  vardihcd;,  and  bis  6-' 
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ed  On  this  heagaia  confented  his  focilhould 


CHAP.    VI. 

Malquidrake,  fourth  Mailer's  Intcrccffion* 

IT'NOW,  great  Sir,  faid  Malkuidrakc  to

^came  and  faid.  My  Lord,  over  this  city  once 
ruled  Odaviaus,   who  being;  troubled  with 
the  rebellion  of  his    fubjc<^s,  ordered   his 
magician  to  advife  a  way  how  he  might  know 
at  any  time  the  (late  of  the  provinces  j   upon 
which  Virgillius,  the  moft  crafty  of  them^ 
raifed  a  tower^  &tuated  as  many  images  as 
provinces,  and  in  the  hand  of  each  a  bell, 
which  by  afecret  inftind  or  magic  riingoutj 
if  any  revolt  happened  in  the  province  it  was

So  that  fending  him 
to  vifit  great  perfons  in  their  fickncfs,  always 
cured  them;  which  created  fuchjeaioufy  in 
Ipocras,  that  he  killed  and  buried  him.  ^t 
he  falling  fick;  ordered  his  fcholajs  to  filTa 
cafk  of  water,  which  they  did,  and  though 
an  hundred  holes  were  bored  in  it,  ydt  none 
would  ifiue  thence  ;  whereupon  he  faid,  he 
was  a  dead  man;  for  as  no  water  ifTued  out 
of  the  cafk,  fo  no  virtues  came  ouc  of  the 
herbs  to  cure  his  difeafc,  but  if  his  couhn  had 
been  alive,  he  couM  have  cured  him :  Thus 
complaining  he  died.  Fotthis  example,  faid 
the  Emperor,  my  fon  (hall  not  die. 

The  Emprefs  hearing  af  this  reprieve  came 
and  faid,  Great  Sir.  When  the  King  of  Goths 
invaded  Rome,  he  had  a  (leward  named  Coa- 
dus  ;  when  one  evening*  being  merry  with 
wine,  he  ordered  him  to  bring  him  a  bcau- 
trous  v?omen,  and  9nt  ihoiiid  have  a  great 
rc^vard  •,  whereupon  the  (leward  coiaipelled 
his  wife  to  lie  v/ith  the  King,  bargaining  for 
a  thoufand  pieces  of  (iltf r,  and"  the  lady  to 
depart  ere  morning.  To  thia  tke  King  con- 
fenting,  flic  was  broughr,  and  the  king  en- 
joyed her  i  when  before  day  the  husband 
came,  ar.d  entreated  his  Lord  to  difmifs  her; 
but  the  king  refulcd,  faying  fbepieafed  him 
fo  well,  that  {he  ihould  Deep  with  longer, 
whereas  he  i^cirg  much  difturbed,  t.old  him  . 
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(he  was  his  wife,  and  that  for  lucre  he  had 
forced  hei<ta  his  arms.  At  which  the  king, 
moved  to  anger,  bi«i  him'  depart  on  pain  of 
d^th,  which  he  did,  and  the  king  maintained 
hit  Wife  as  his  own.  For  this  example,  faid 
thtrEmpcror,my  fonihall  not  die  to-morrow. 

CHAP:     VIII. 
Cleophas,  the  fixth  Maftcr's  Intcrccflion. 

/^Lcophus  came  and  faid,  There  lived  in 
^  this  city  a  knight,  who  married  a  very 
beautiful  lady,  whoie  voice  was  fo  charming 
that  (he  ravifhed  the  hearers.  One  day  as  (he 
fat  (inging  with  her  cafc4rjentopen,  three  fa- 
vourite knights  of  the  Emperor  pafTcd  by

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rriortfler!  will  you  kill  me  as  you  did  the 
three  knights  ?  Now  th<-  knights  being  mil- 
fed,  caufed  a  fufpicion  ;  on  which  ihey  wcie 
both  feiztd,  and  confefied  the  faCV,  and  after- 
wards executed.  Then  i'lid  the  Emperor^  my 
ion  fliall  not  difo 

Upon  this  the  Emprefs  came,  and  faidjMy 
Lord,  in  Armenia  ieigned  a  king,  who  had  a 
beautiful  wife,  on  whom  he  doated  j  and  bc-^ 
caufe  others  iljouki  not  enjoy  her,  confined 
her  m  a  caftle  and  kept  the  keys  himfelf. 
the  queca  after  four  duys  confinement  dreaint 
ihc  fuv  a  knight  that  vvss  enamoured  with 
her  and  (he  no  lefs  with  him.  Now  there 
wa^  a  knight  who  had  heard  of  her  beauty, 
"and  left  his  country  to  fee  her  j  but  finding 
ibc  was  conrtned,  rode  about  the  caflle,  hop^ 
ing  Ihe  n^irht  leok  out  of  window,  and  he

In  ihe  end  the  {might  dcfircd  the  king 
to  give  him  this  lady  in  marriage,  which  he 
did,  giving  him  great  riches,  w"th  a  (hip  to 
to  convey  them  t  jGreecc,  where  the  knight 
had  large  pofciuons  j  and  folemnly  taking 
If ave  they  let  fail  >  at  which  time  the  king 
fet  his  eyes  after  them  till  they  were  out  of 
fight,  and  afterwards  went  to  divert  himfclf 
with  the  queen  i  but  coming  into  the  caltle, 
foundlhc  was  Hed.  He  fufpeding  the  fchemc 
fell  info,  great  lamcn  tations  Even  fo,  laid 
ftie,  will  it  bcfill  you,  if  you  thus  cicdit  your 
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mailers.  '1  o  prevent  the  like,  faid  the  Empe- 
ror/they  with  my  Ton  to-morrow  flialldie.

Diodes,  the  feventh  Matter's  Interceffion. 

THeffrventh  Mafler  named  Diocles^camc 
and  faid.

To  which 
he  replied.  Full  well,  aad  am  of  opinion  (he 
was  the  worft  of  wQm.."n.  Therefore  for  the 
words  of  a  woman  my  fon  (hall  not  die* 

CHAP.     X. 

./  The  Princes  complaint  of  the  Emprefs. 
^HE  feventhday  the  Mailers  Drought  the 
*  Prince  to  the  Ennperor,  who  faid.  Hail 
Royal  Father,  Heaven  can  witncfs  the  falfuy 
of  the  accufations  laid  againft  me;  for  inftead 
of  my  having  attempted  the  chaftity  of  the 
Empretsjit  was  (he  that  tempted  me  to  lewd-

kingdom  after  his  deccafe,  Upon  this  Alex- 
ander, the  yotith's  name,  went  \tO  the  king, 
faying,    That    the   ravins  were  the  two  old 
,  ©ncs  and  their  young  one  the  male  declaring 
that  itwas  his  right,  feeing  he  had  (ted  him 
in  thetipne  of  famine,  when  the  female  flew 
into  a  far  country  to  fhifc  for  h^rfeyf.  and  left 
him  to  perilh ;  when  on  the  other  fide  the 
female alledgedjflie  had  taken  pains  in  laying 
the  eggs  and  brooding  it,  and  therefore  the 
young  one  belonged  to  her.

was  fent  in  his  ftead,  and  AIexand«-  failed 
into  Fgvpt ;  but  Guldo  difcovering  thein- 
trigvics  of  Lodowick,  and  the  Emperor's 
daughter,  fent  him  a  challeng,  who  engaged 
Alexaader,  but  he  being  to  celebrate  his 
nuptials,  fent  Lodowick  to  celebrate  them 
in  his  place  on  condition  that  he  would  not 
rifle  the  princefs  of  her  virginity.

for  him  that  >*on  her  in  the  fieid  i  upon 
which  account  the  worthies  of  the  world 

aiTembled  to  try  their   fortunes The 

golden  trumpets  founded  with  great  Joy 
and  triumph,  and  the  (lately  pampered 
ftreds  prance  over  the  ground,  and  each 
thought  himfelf  a  Casfar,  that  none  could 
equal-,  Kings  and  Princes  being  there,  to 
behold  who  (howld  be  the  conqueror,  every 
one  thinkmg  that  fair  Blanch  fhould  be 
his. 

After  defperate  charging  with  horfe  and 
man,  much  blood  was  ihed,  and  Prince 
no  more  valued  than  vulgar  perfons  ;  but 
our  noble  Guy  appearing,  laid  about  him 
like  a  lion,  among  the  Princes  ;  here  lay

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Maje{^y  for  this  gracious  favour,  but  for 
fair  Phiilis's  fake,  kft  fair  Blanch  to  her 
fether's  tation,  and  Gtparted  from  that 
grace  ft;  I  courts  only  with  the  other  tokens 
ofvidloty. 

Now  Guy  beginning  to  mediate  upon- 
his  long  abfence  from  his  fair  Phlllis,  and 
doubting  of  her   profperity ;    or  that  fhc' 


migiit  too  much  forget  him,  becaufe  tke 
proverb  fays,  Out  of  Sight,  out  of  Mind  ; 
prepared  for  England,  and  at  laft  arrived 
at  the  Jong-wilh'd  for  haven  of  his  Jove  j 
and  wifh  this  fort  of  falutation  greeted  his 
beloved  miitrefs  ♦,  Fair  foe,  faicl  he,  I  am 
now  come  to  challenge  your  promfe,  the 
which  was,  upon  my  making  my  name 
famous  by  martial  deed,  I  Ihould  be  the 
mafter  of  my  beloved  miilrefs. — BehoW, 
fair  Phi  11  is,  part  of  the  prize  which  I 
have  won  in  the  field,  before  Kings  and 
Princes. 

Worthy  Knight,  quoth  PhilKs,,  I  have 
heard  of  thy  winning  the  Lady, Blanch 
from  royal  Dukes  and  Princes,  and  I  um 
glad  to  find  that  Guy  is  fo  vidorious.— ^ 
Sut  indeed  Guy  thou  muft  feelc  more  ad- 
ventures, 

Guy,  difcomfited  at  this  anfwer,  tak- 
ing leave  of  his  fair  Phillis,  clad  himfelf 
again  in  Bellona*s  hvery,  and  travelled  to- 
wards Sedgwin,  Duke  of  Nov^in,  againll 
whom  tke  Emperor  of  Alrpain  had  then 
laid  fiege.

Philli ,  though  very  n-».ch  g  i'ved, 
undenlandig  h.s  dttcriiunarion,  opp)led 
not  his  wi»i — So  with  exchanging  cheir 
rings,  ahd  melting  kiffcs,  he  departed  hkc 
a  ftrangrT,  from  his  own  habitation 
taking  ncicher  mor>cy  nor  ^crip^^^iti  him, 
ana  but  a  I'nali  quantity  of  herbs  and 
roots,  fuch  only  as  the  wild   fields  could 
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aiforJ,  were  I^  chief  diet;  vowing  never 
to  fight  more  hut  in  a  juft  caufe. 
Guy,     aftvr     travcHing      many     tedious

knock  at  the  gates?  vowing  he  would 
peat  his  brains  out.  ..  But  Guy  kughing 
It   htm,    feid  Sirrah,     thou  art   quarrel- 


fome  -, — but   I    have    a  fword    has  often 

hewn  fuch  lubbards  as  you  afurvder:  — 
At  the  fame  time  laying  his  blade  about 
the  giant*s  fhoulders,  that  he  bird  abun- 
dantly, v^'ho  being  much  enraged,  flung 
his  club  at  Guy,  with  fuch  forcr,  that  it 
beat  him  down,  and  before  Guy  could 
recover  his  fall,  Armarant  had  got  up  his 
club  again.  But  in  the  end  Guy  killed 
this  broad  back'd  dog,  and  releafed  divers 
captives  that  had  been  in  thrawldom  many 
years,  fome  almoft  famifhed,  and  others 
ready  to  expire  under  various  tortures. — 
They  returned  thanks  to  Guy  for  their

Guy  purfued  his  intended  journey,*  and

What  are  v»u  doing  of  there,  Goody  ? 
faid  the  Princefs  •, — I  am  fpiniiing,  my 
pretty  child,    fkid   the   old   woman,    who 

did   not  know  who  fhe  was. Ha?  faid 

'  the  Princefs.  this  is  very  pretty  ♦,  how  do 
youdoit?  give  it  me,  that  I  may  fee  if 
I  can  do  fo.  The  old  woman,  to  fatisfy 
the  child's  curiofity,  granted  her  requeft. 
She  had  no  fooner  taken  it  in  her  hand, 
than,  whether '  being  very  hxfty  at  it; 
fomev.'hat  unhandy,  or  that  the  d<;cree  of 
the  fpitefaj  fairy  had  ordained  it,  is  not  to 
be  certainly'  afcertained  ;  but  however  k 
immediately  ran  into  her  hand,  and  fhe 
diredlly  fell  down  upon  the  ground  into  a 
f^oon. 

The  i^ood  old  woman  not  knowing  what 
to  do  in  this  affair,  cried  dut  for  help. — 
People  came  in  from  every  quarter  in 
great  num'^ers;  fome  threw  water  upon 
the  Princefs's  face,  unlaced  her,  ftruck 
her  on  the  palms  of  her  hands,  and  rub- 
bed her  temples  with  hungary  water,  but 
all  they  could  do  would  not  bring  her  to 
>frfe!f.  Tho- 
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Tie  good  Fairy,  who  Had  faved  her 
life  by  condemning  her  to  fleep  an  hun- 
dred years,  was  in  the  kingdom  of  Ma- 
takiri,  twelve  thoufand  leagues  ofF,  when 
this  accident  befel  the  Princeis;  but  fhc 
was  inftantly  informed  of  it  by  a  little 
Dwarfy  who  had  boots  of  feyeq  leagues, 
that  is,  Boots  with  which-  Ke  could  tread 
over  {QVtn  leagues  of  ground  at  ojie  ftride. 
The  Fairy  left  the  kingdom  imraediately 
and  arrived  at  the  palace  about  an  hour, 
after,  in  a  fiery  chariot  drawn  by  Dragons. 

The  king  handed  her  out  of  the  cha- 
riot, and  ihe  approved  every  thing  he  had 
done ;  but  as  fhe  had  a  very  great  forefight, 
file  tbought,  when  the  Princefs  fhould 
awake,  Ihe  might  not  know  what  do  with 
herfelf,  being  all  alone  in  that  old  Palace, 
and  this  was  what  fhe  did :  ihe  touched 
with  her  wand  every  thing  in  the  palace 
[except  the  King  and  his  Queen]  gover - 
nefTes,  maids  of  honor,  ladies  of  the  bed- 
•  chamber,  gentlemen,  officers,  ile ward's^ 
cooks,  under  coc;>ks,  and  fcullions ; .  guards, 
with  their  beef-eaters,  pages  and  footmen. 
She  likevvife  touched  all  the  horfes  which 
\^'ere  in  the  flables,  as  well  pads  as  others, 

the 
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the  great  dogs  in  the  outward  court,  and 
the  pretty  little  mopfey  too,  the  Princefs's 
little  ipaniel  bitch,  which  lay  by  her  on  the 
bed. 

Immediately  upon  her  touching  them 
they  all  fell  afleep,  that  they  might  nor 
wake  before  their  miftrefs,  and  that  they 
might  be  ready  to  wait  on  her  when  fhe 
wanted  them.  The  very  fpits  at  the  fire  as 
full  as  they  could  hold  of  partridges  and 
pheafants,  and  every  thing  in  the  palace, 
whether  animate  or  inanimate  did  fall 
afleep  alfo. 

All  this  was  done  in  a  moment,  for 
Fairies  are  not  long  in  doing  their  bufinefs. 
And  now  the  King  and  Queen  having 
kifTed  their  dear  child,  without  waking 
her,  went  out  of  the  palace,  and  put  forth 
a  proclamation,  that  nobody  fhould  dare 
to  come  near  it.  This  however  was  un- 
neceflary,  for  in  lefs  than  a  quarter  of  an 
hour,  there  grew  up  all  round  about  the 
park,  fuch  a  vaft  number  of  trees,  great 
and  fmall  bufhes  and  brambles,  twining

Princefs,  while  fhe  continued  fleepng, 
fleepingv  might  have  nothing  to  fear. 

When  an  hundred  years  were  gone  and 
paft,  the  fon  of  a  king  then  reigning,  and 
who  was  of  another  family  from  that  of 
the  fleeplng  Princefs,  being  out  a  hunting 
on  that  fide  of  the  country,  afked  what 
thofe  towers  were  which  he  faw  in  the 
middle  of  a  thick  wood ;  every  one  an- 
fwered  according  to  what  he  had  heard  :

Thf  Prince  was  at  a  ftatid,  not  knowing 
'vvhit  to  believe,  v,hen  an  aged  Man  fpoke 
to  him  thus  : 

'•  May  It  pleafe  your  Highnefs, 

"  It  Is  above  fifty  years  fince  J  heard 
from  my  father,  v  ho  heard  my  gr.-uidfather 
fay,  th?.t  there  then  \^as  i.i  this  Caftle  a 
Princefs,  the  moft  beautiful  that  was  ever 
feen,  that  fhe  muft  fleep  there  an  hundred 
years,  and  fhould  be  vaked  by  a  king's 
fon,  for  v.hom  fhe  was  refolved." 

The  young  Prince  was  all  on  fire  at 
thefe  words,  believing,  without  confider- 
ing  'ithe  matter,  that  he  could  put  an  end 
to  this  rare  adventure  ;  and  pufhed  on  by 
love  and  honour,  refolved  that  moment  to 
look  into  it. 

Scarce  had  he  advanced  towards  t'e 
Wood  when  all  the  great  'trees,  the  bufhes 
-and  brambles  gave  way  of  their  o^vn  ac- 
cord, and  let  him  pafs  through;  he  went 
up  to  the  Caftle,  which  he  fa  ^  at  the  End 
of  a  large  Avenue,  which  he  went  into; 
and  what  a  little  furprized  him,  was  that  he 
fawnone  of  his  People  could  follow  him, 
becaufe  the  Trees  clofed  again  fo  foon  as

he  had  pafled  thorough  them.  However, 
he  did  not  ceafe  from  valiantly  continu- 
ing his  Way ;  till  he  came  into  a  fpacious 
outward  Court,  where  every  thing  he  faw 
might  have  frozen  up  the  moft  fearlefs 
Perfon  with  Horror.  There  was  all  over 
the  Palace  a  moft  horrid  Silence  •,  the 
Image  of  Death  every  where  fhewed  itfelf, 
and  there  was  nothing  to  be  k^n  but 
ftretched  out  Bodies  of  Men  and  Animals, 
all  feeming  to  bevdead.  He,  however, 
very  well  knew  by  the  ruddy  Faces  and 
pimple  Nofes  of  the  Beefeaters,  that  they 
were  only  afleep,  and  their  Goblets,  in 
which  ftill  remained  fome  few  Drops  of 
Wine,  plainly  ihewed,  they  all  fell  afleep 
in  their  Cups. 

He  then  crofled  a  court  paved  with 
marble,  went  up  ftairs,  and  came  into  the 
guard  chamber,  where  the  guards  were 
Handing  in  their  ranks,  with  mufkets 
upon  their  fhoulders,  and  fnoring  as  loud  ^ 
as  they  could  After  that  he  v^eut  thro* 
f^eral  rooms  full  of  gentlemen  and  ladies, 
all  afleep,  fome  ftanding  and  others  fitting. 
At  laft  he  came  into  a  chamber  all  gilt 
with  goldi   here  he  faw    upon  a  bed,  the 

Curtains 
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Curtains  of  which  were  all  opeh,  the  finefl 
fight  that  ever  he  beheld;  a  princefs,  who 
appeared  to  be  about  fifteen  or  fixteen 
years  of  age,  and  whofe  bright  and  in  a 
manner  reiplendant  beauty  had  fomewhat 
in  It  divine  :  He  approached  with  tremb- 
ling and  admiration,  arid  fell  down  before 
her  on  his  knees. 

And  now  as  the  enchantment  was  at  an 
end,  the  Princefs  awaked,  and  looked  on 
him  with  eyes  more  tender  than  the  firft 
view  might  fcem  to  admit  of:  Is  it  you, 
my  prince  ?  faid  fhe  to  him ;  you  have 
waited  a  long  time. 

The  Prince  charmed  with  thefe  words, 
and  much  more  in  the  manner  in  which 
they  were  fpokcn,  knew  not  how  to  (hew 
his  joy  and  gratitude ;  he  afTured  her  that 

he  loved  her   better  than   himfelf 

Their  difcourfe  was  not  fo  well  conduced, 
they  did  weep  more  than  talk,  little  elo- 
quence and  a  great  deal  of  love.  He  was 
more  '^t  a  Jofs  than  fhe,  and  we  need  not 
wonder  at  it ;  fhe  had  time  to  think  on 
what  to  fay  to  him  ;  foritis  very  probable,

the  chief  lady  of  honor,  being  as  fharp  fet 
as  the  others,  grew  very  impatient,  and 
told  the  princefs  aloud,  that  fupper  '^^as 
ferved  up.  The  Prince  helped  the  Prin- 
cefs to  rife,  (he  was  entirely  dreffed,  and 
very  magnificently  ;  but  his  Royal  High- 
nefs  did  not  tell  her  that  fhe  was  drefled 
like  his  great  grand  father,  and  had  a  point 
baild,  peeping  over  a  huge  collar ;  but 
however,  fhe  looked  out  lefi  beautiful  and 
charming  for  all  that. 

They  went  into  the  great  hall  of  look- 
ing glafles,  where  they  fupped,  and  were

The  Frince  told  him  he  had  loft  his  way 
In  the  foreft  as  he  was  hunting,  and  had 
lain  at  the' cottage  of  a  fhepherd,  who  had 
given  himfome  brown  bread  and  cheefe. 

The  king  his  father,  who  was  a  very 
good  man,  readily  believed  him ;  but 
his  mother,  the  queen,  could  not  be  per- 
fuaded  that  this  was  altogether  true,  and 
feeing  that  he  went  almoll:  every  day  to 
hunting,  and  diat  he  had  always  fome  ex-

and 
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by  whom  he  had  two  fine  children,  the 
cldeft  of  which  was  a  girl,  whom  tjiey 
named  Morning ;  and  the  youngell  a  boy, 
which  they  named  Day,  becaufe  he  was  a 
great  deal  haodfomer,  and  much  more 
beautiful  and  comely  than  his  fifter. 

The  queen's  jealouily  increafing,  fhe 
feveral  times  fpake  to  her  fon,  defiring  him 
to  Inform  her  in  what  manner  he  fpent 
his  time ;  alledging,  that  as  he  faw  her  fo 
very  uneafy  concerning  the  matter  he  ought 
in  duty  to  fatisfy  her  :  But  he  never  dared 
to  truft  her  with  his  fecret,  he  feared  her, 
tho'  he  loved  her,  for  fhe  was  of  the  race 
of  the  Ogrees,  and  the  king  would  certain- 
ly never  have  married  her,  had  it  not  been 
for  her  vafl:  riches. 

It  was  whifpered  all  aboiit  the  court, 
that  fhe  was  ogerifh  inclinations,  and  that 
whenever  fhe  faw  any  little  children  going 
by,  fhe  had  all  the  difficulty  in  the  world 
to  refrain  falling  upon  *em  ;  and  fo  the 
Prinze  would  never  tell  her  one  word. 

But  when  the  King  was  dead,  which 
happened  about  two  years  afterwards,  aiid 
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in  great  ceremony  to  conduft  his  queen  to 
the  palace.  They  made  a  very  magnificent 
entry  into  the  capital  city,  (he  riding  in  a 
triumphal  car,  with  her  two  children  be- 
fides  her. 

Some  time  after  the  king  went  to  make 
war  with  the  Emperor  Cantalabute  his 
neighbour. 

He  left  the  government  of  the  kingdom 
to  the  queen  his  mother,  and  earneftly  re- 
commended to  her  care  his  wife  and  chil- 
dren. He  was  obliged  to  fet  out  imme- 
diately, and  continue  his  expedition  all 
the  fummer. As  foon  as  he  was  de- 
parted, the  Qiieen  fent  for  her  daughter- 
in-law  to  come  to  her,  and  then  fent  her  to 
a, country  houfe  among  the  woods,  that

tions. 

Some  few  days  after  fhe  went  to  this 
country  houfe  herfelf,  and  calling  for  the 
clerk  of  the  kitchen,  faid  to  him,  I  have  a 
mind  to  eat  little  Morning  for  my  dinner  to* 
morrow. 

Ah!  madam,  cried  the  clerk  of  the 
kitchen,  ia  a  furprize. No  cxcufe,  re- 
plied 
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plied  fhe,  interrupting  him,  I  will  have  It 
lo  ;  and  this  fhe  fpoke  in  the  Tone  of  an 
Ogrefs,  feeming  to  have  a  ftrong  defire  to 
tafte  frefh  Meat ,  and  to  makef  the  diih 
more  delicious,  added  fhe,  1-will  eat  her 
with  Sauce  Robert.* 

The  poor  man  knowing  very  well  how 
dangerous  it  was  to  play  tricks  with  Og- 
refTes,  took  his  great  knife,  and  went  up 
into  little  Morning's  chamber-,  (he  was 
then  four  years  old,  and  came  up  to  him 
jumping  and  laughing,  to  take  him  about 
the  neck,  and  alked  him  for  fome  fugar- 
candy ;  on  which  he  began  to  weep,  the 
great  knife  fell  out  of  his  hand,  and  he 
went  into  the  back  Yard  and  killed  a  little 
lamb  and  drefTed  it,  with  fuch  good  fauce, 
that  his  miftrefs  aflbred  him  fhe  had  never 
eaten  any  thing  fo  good  in  all  her  life. 

He  had  at  the  fame  time  taken  up  little 
Morning,  and  carried  her   to  his   \\ife,  in

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order  that  fhe  might  be  concealed  in  a 
lodging  he  had  at  the  bottom  of  a  court- 
yard. 

The  Queen'5  lacivious  appetite,  accord- 
ing to  her  own  apprehenfions,  being  once 
humoured,  fhe  again  began  to  long  for 
another  dainty  bit  •,  accordingly  a  few 
days  after  Ihe  began,  called  ior  the  cle»k 
of  the  kitchen,  and  told  him  that  (he  In- 
tended that  Night  to  fupout  of  little  Day. 
He  anfwered  never  a  word,  being  refolyed 
to  cheat  her  as  he  had  done  before.  He 
went  out  to  find  little  Day,  and  faw  him 
with  a  little  foil  in  his  hand,  with  which 
he  was  fencing  with  a  great  monkey,  the 
child  being  but  three  years  of  age  ;  he 
took  him  up  in  his  arms,  and  carried  him 
to  his  wife,  that  fhe  might  conceal  him  in 
her  chamber  along  with  his  fifter,  and  in 
the  room  of  little  Day  cooked  lip  a  young 
Kid,  very  tender,  and  which  the  Qgrefs 
praifed  as  much  as  the  former,  faying.

ceived, (he  commanded  the  next  morning 
by  break  of  day  (in  a  mod  horrible  voice 
which  made  every  one  to  tremble)  that 
they  fhould  bring  into  the  middle  of  the 
great  court,  a  very  large  tub,  the  which 
fhe  caufed  to  be  filled  with  toads,  vipers,
